Applicant has argued, in Remarks received 10/31/2005, in substance, the following: 



(A) Regarding independent claim 1, Pickett does not disclose (page 2, 4th paragraph of Remarks) "scanning at least one source file 
of a computer application to be monitored..." 

Examiner's Response: Examiner has pointed to Pickett / Figure 1 and related text at col. 3:7-11 and col. 6:40-52. Monitoring of 
messages (scanning for messages) from one or more computers (source files) is disclosed. Note, claimed limitation does not call for 
'source code.' 

(B) Regarding independent claim 1, Pickett does not disclose (page 2, 4th paragraph of Remarks) "the modifiable second location 
indicates a log file location where the notification messages are stored..." 

Examiner's Response: See Pickett, Figure 2, #92, message action file screen (log file, notification messages stored). 

(C) Regarding independent claim 1, Pickett and the cited combination (page 3, 3rd paragraph) fail to disclose "generating an export 
file. . . comprising the modifiable severity and the modifiable second location. 

Examiner's Response: See Pickett, Figure 2, #92, message action file screen (modifiable second location). A file of messages is 
'exported' to the display. Figures 7 & 8 indicate that various parameters are specified. Message color is a modifiable severity indicator. 

(D) Pickett and the cited combination (page 3, 3rd paragraph) fail to disclose that a modifiable second location is provided. 
Examiner's Response: See response to (C) above. 

(E) There is no motivation to modify Pickett (page 3, 3rd paragraph & page 4, 1st paragraph) to have such a modifiable second 
location. 

Examiner's Response: See response to C & D above. 

(F) Regarding independent claim 15, Pickett does not disclose (page 4, 2nd paragraph) "the modifiable second location indicates a 
log file location." 

Examiner's Response: Pickett is not used to reject this limitation. Mueller disclosed at col. 3:25-30 & col. 3:50-52 an error list (log file) 
location. See Figure 3-error list entry. 

Examiner maintains the rejection of claims 1-15.. 
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
